Dean Acheson declared last night.' 


"If T.'e keep always 
before 
us i 


that our purpose in building mili- 
tary power is to enable us to set- 
tle our differences by p e a c e ful 
means, then we shall avoid the 
terrible error of talking and act- 
ing as though the end of our ef- 
fort is war," he said. 


Acheson spoke at 
F r e e d o m 


House, where he received the or- 
ganization's award as "a valiant 
and constructive voice, leading the 
Democratic nations against tyran- 
ny."

Cotton Crop 
Estimate Shows 
Sharp Decrease 


Washington. Oct. 9 —/.-Pi— 
The 


agriculture department, in a har- 
vest time report, today estimated 
the cotton crop 
at 
9,869,000 bales 


of 500 pounds weigh. 


This is 13.000.000 bales less than 


9,832,000 forecast a month ago. The 
indicated ciop is far short of the 
government's goal of nearly 
12.3- 


000,000 bales and is sharply below 
last year's 16,123.000 bales. 


The crop also is short of 
the 


1939-;?, average of 11.599.000 bales. 


Because of the small size of the 


crop, secretary of Agriculture Bran- 
nan has suspended acreage 
and 


marketing quotas for the 1951 crop! 
and called tor a production of at; 
least 16.000,000 bales. Rigid govern- 
ment controls, poor weather 
and! 


insects were factors contributing 
to this year's small crop.

May Try to 
Legalize 
Wire Tapping 


Washington.

department of justice is sounding 
out congress 
on a 
proposal 
to 


legalize tapping of telephone lines 
in federal crime detention. 


The measure would create somS 


loopholes in existing bans against; 
U. S. court use of evidence 
ob-| 


tained by wiretapping, now forbid-j 
den even in spy trials. 
| 


While 
existing 
law 
prohibits 


wiretapping, it provides 
punish- 


ment for the offense only if the 
wiretapper tells other persons what 
he has overheard. 


Attorney General McGrath h a s j 


said the federal bureau of investi-' 
gallon (.FBI> engages in wiretap- 
ping in a "limited 
number" of 


cases and that it obtains his ex- 
press approval in each individual 
case. Any information it picks up 
that way, of course, is only a basis 
for further detection work since it 
cannot be used as evidence. 


The justice department proposals 


face a doubtful reception from 
a 


senate subcommittee investigating 
wire tapping in Washington. Sub- 
committee staff members acknowl- 
edged the proposals 
have 
been 


handed to them informally by the 
department, but declines to discuss 
details. 


The 
subcommittee has 
taken 


volumes of testimony concerning 
police wire-tapping in the 
capital. I 


It includes statements that some! 
of it was related to political intri- 
gues in which even the telephone 
lines of U. S. senators were tap-; 
ped. 


The subcommittee 
is 
reported 


planning to write a bill of its o'.v:i 
which might authorize police wire- 
tapping in certain instances, but 
with far tighter restrictions on the 
practice than the justice 
depart- 


ment suggests.

"But." Dulles added, 
"we 
do 


recognize that the prevalent 
fear, 


is a corroding and d a n g e r ous i 
force. Fear of war, if not allayed.' 
creates the conditions that make 
war more likely. 


"Nothing that we can do 
will 


make peace certain. But we can 
make less likely that there 
will 


be little wars 
and 
big 
wars. 


That is worth doing." 


He pointed to the collective ac- 


tion of the U. N. in the Korean 
conflict as the pattern for 
U. N. 


action in the future, but acknowl- 
edged that only a series of acci- 
dents made U. N. success 
there 


possible. 


These were Russia's boycott of 


the security council in June 
and 


her inability to cast a veto; the 
reports from the U. N. commission 
on Korea: and the presence 
of 


U. S. troops on armistice 
police 


duty in Japan. 


"Unless the United 
N a t i o n s 


does something to assure that the 
accidental,, which served as well 
in Korea, will hereafter 
become 


dependable,

war dead in Korea. But how many 
won'l be known 
until 
American 


graves registration 
t e a m s can 


thoroughly explore the area over 
which United Stales forces 
were 


pushed back by the Red army ad- 
vance in the first two months 
o f j 


fighting. 


The work of these highly trained 


teams probably will help clear up 
at least some of the 3.877 
cases 


reported as "missing in 
action1' 


in the latest official casualty an- 
nouiicerr.enl.
